GOP Forges Deal on Tax Cuts 


$69B plan locks in Bush’s signature tax cuts through 2010 


WASHINGTON I Republicans in Congress 
reached agreement Tuesday on a $69 bil- 
lion measure to extend tax breaks for inves- 
tors and prevent more middle -income fam- 
ilies from being hit by a tax aimed at the 
wealthy. 

The bill would hand President Bush one 
of his top tax priorities, a two-year extension 
of the reduced 15 percent tax rate for capital 
gains and dividends, currently set to expire 
at the end of 2008. Republicans credit the 


tax cuts, enacted in 2003, with boosting eco- 
nomic growth and creating many jobs. 

The measure also would keep 15 mil- 
lion families from being hit this year with 
the alternative minimum tax, which was 
designed to make sure the wealthy paid 
taxes but is ensnaring more and more mid- 
dle-income families because it is not indexed 
for inflation. 

The accord paves the way for House 
approval of the measure Wednesday. The 


Senate could clear the bill for Bush’s desk 
by week’s end. 

Critics, including many Democrats, have 
attacked the tax rate reductions on dividends 
and capital gains as being largely tilted to 
the wealthy and have argued that the pro- 
visions should not be extended at a time of 
large budget deficits and massive spending 
for the war in Iraq. 

The development capped weeks of often 
difficult talks between GOP lawmakers as 
they wrangled over how to advance their 
party’s tax agenda. Andrew taylor (ap)

Rumsfeld Backs Hayden as CIA Pick 


Secretary of Defense 
denies power play in 
intelligence agencies 

WASHINGTON I President Bush’s 
CIA nominee, Gen. Michael 
Hayden, canvassed Capitol Hill 
on Tuesday addressing Republican 
and Democratic concerns about a 
military officer running the civil- 
ian agency and about his close ties 
to the warrantless surveillance 
program. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld rejected suggestions 


that the Defense Department was 
making a “power play” to dominate 
the spy community, calling talk of 
bureaucratic turf fights between 
civilian intelligence agencies and 
military leaders “theoretical con- 
spiracies.” 

“He’s an intelligence profes- 
sional,” Rumsfeld said, expressing 
confidence in Hayden. “He’s a per- 
son who has had assignment after 
assignment after assignment in the 
intelligence business. And, clearly, 
that is what his career has been. And 
he’s been very good at it.” 

CIA Director Porter Goss 


announced his resignation Friday, 
offering little explanation. Officials 
have said he 
had conflicts 
with National 
Intelligence 
Director John 
Negroponte and 
Hayden. 

Hastert said 
Negroponte came 
by his office last week and did not 
mention any problems with Goss, a 
former House member. “It looks like 
a power grab by Mr. Negroponte,” 
Hastert said at an event in Aurora, 


111., in his home district Monday. 
Asked if that meant he opposes 
the nomination, the speaker said, 
“I don’t oppose him, I don’t know 
anything about him.” 

Hayden’s calls and meetings were 
seen as an attempt to smooth rela- 
tions with Goss’s former colleagues 
in Congress, where the former 
House Intelligence Committee 
chairman still has friends. 

Because of those ties, the 
White House expected that 
Hayden or any nominee could run 
into resistance from the House.

Women Like Men Who 
Want Kids, Study Says 


Women can pick up 
paternal cues on male 
faces, researchers find 

CHICAGO I Women looking for a 
long-term relationship like men 
who like children — and they can 
tell which guys might be interested 
in becoming fathers just by looking 
at their faces. 

Those are among the findings of 
a study of college students published 
Wednesday in a scientific journal. 

“This study suggests that women 
are picking up on facial cues that are 
perhaps related to paternal quali- 
ties,” said James Roney, a University 


of California at Santa Barbara psy- 
chologist and lead author of the 
study. “The more they perceived 
the men as liking kids, the more 
likely they could see having a lon- 
ger-term relationship.” 

Experts said evolution has appar- 
ently programmed women to recog- 
nize men who might be interested 
in propagating the species. 

The study wasn’t all bad news for 
men not interested in settling down. 
It found that women can pick out 
men with the highest testosterone 
levels. Those men — rated the most 
masculine by the women — turn out 
to be just the kind of guys they would 
want for a fling, don babwin (ap)

U.S. High in Infant Deaths 


Newborn survival rate 
ranks 2nd worst among 
developed nations 

CHICAGO I America may be the 
world’s superpower, but its surviv- 
al rate for newborn babies ranks 
near the bottom among developed 
nations. 

Among 33 industrialized nations 
examined in a new report, the United 
States tied with Hungary, Malta, 
Poland and Slovakia with a death 
rate of nearly 5 per 1,000 babies. 
Only Latvia had higher mortality 
figures, with 6 per 1,000, accord- 


ing to the report by the U.S. -based 
Save the Children. 

“We are the wealthiest country in 
the world, but there are still pockets 
of our population who are not get- 
ting the health care they need,” said 
Mary Beth Powers, a reproductive 
health adviser for Save the Children, 
which compiled the rankings based 
on health data from countries and 
agencies worldwide. 

Researchers noted that the 
United States is more racially diverse 
and has a greater degree of economic 
disparity than many other developed 
countries, making it more challeng- 
ing to provide culturally appropri- 


ate health care. 

The report, which was released 
Monday, also said alack of national 
health insurance and short mater- 
nity leaves likely contribute to the 
poor U.S. rankings. 

Other possible factors in the U.S. 
include teen pregnancies and obesity 
rates, which both disproportionate- 
ly affect African-American women 
and also increase risk for premature 
births and low birth weights. 

Among U.S. blacks, there are 9 
deaths per 1,000 live births, closer 
to rates in developing nations than 
to those in the industrialized world.

Smoke From Fla. Fires 
Blamed in 4 Deaths 


Bush issues warnings 
as crews continue to 
battle ongoing blazes 

ORLANDO, FLA. I A quarter-inch 
of rain brought little relief to fire- 
fighters battling about 50 wild- 
fires in parched central Florida 
on Tuesday, and smoke from the 
blazes was blamed for auto acci- 
dents that killed four people. 

Three homes and several outdoor 
structures have been destroyed so 
far in the fires that started April 
21, but no homes were in immedi- 
ate danger Tuesday. 

Thick black smoke mixed with 
morning fog has caused dozens of 


car accidents. Two people died and 
19 passengers on a bus were injured 
in four crashes on Monday. 

Parts of Interstate 95 and the 
BeachLine Expressway, which 
runs from Orlando to the Atlantic 
coast, will be closed to morning 
traffic until further notice, offi- 
cials said. 

“Obviously the people need to be 
real careful, careful about starting 
fires, be careful about not throw- 
ing used cigarettes out,” President 
Bush said Tuesday during a visit to 
the state. “They need to be mind- 
ful that these are dangerous con- 
ditions.” 

The fires have charred about 
9,000 acres, (ap) 


Newark to Elect 
First New Mayor 
In 2 Decades 

NEWARK, N.J. I Cory Booker, a 37- 
year-old former Rhodes schol- 
ar, was the odds -on favorite to 
become Newark’s first new mayor 
in two decades Tuesday. 

Booker competed against state 
Sen. Ronald L. Rice for the right to 
lead the struggling city after Mayor 
Sharpe James announced he would 
not seek a sixth term. 

After casting his vote, Booker, a 
Yale Law School graduate and for- 
mer Stanford University football 
player, promised “a new genera- 
tion of leadership.” 

Both Booker and James are black. 
But James’ supporters have criticized 
the light-skinned Booker as not suffi- 
ciently black. Some of that bitterness 
remained on Tuesday, as reflected 
by anti-Booker signs urging people 
to “vote black.” (ap)

Bush Holding Firm 
On Drug Plan Date 


Enrollment deadline 
looms for Medicare 
prescription program 

SUN CITY CENTER, FLA. I President 
Bush has heard pleas for an exten- 
sion of the deadline to sign up 
for new Medicare drug coverage 
from lawmakers, seniors advocacy 
groups and finally two women in 
his audience Tuesday. He’s reject- 
ed them all. 

“Deadlines are important,” the 
president said at a retirement com- 
munity, less than a week before the 
last day for most seniors and the dis- 
abled to enroll in the program with- 
out facing higher prices. “Deadlines 
help people understand there’s final- 
ity and people need to get after it.” 

The new program allows 43 mil- 
lion Medicare beneficiaries to enroll 
in a private plan that will subsidize 
the cost of their prescription medica- 
tions. With about 37 million people 
now either signed up or automati- 
cally enrolled, federal officials from 
Bush on down have engaged in an 
all-out push to spread the word to 
those remaining and help them navi- 
gate the Byzantine process of choos- 
ing a plan by Monday.

Suicide Bomber Kills 17 in Tal Afar 

Attack occurs as new 
PM says he’s close to 
assembling a Cabinet 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A suicide truck 
bomber attacked a crowded mar- 
ket in Tal Afar late Tuesday, kill- 
ing at least 17 people and wounding 
35 in a city once cited by President 
Bush as a success story in battling 
insurgents. 

The bombing occurred after 
incoming Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki said he had almost fin- 
ished assembling a Cabinet, the 
final step in establishing a nation- 
al unity government. U.S. officials 
had predicted insurgents would step 
up attacks to try to block the new 
administration. 

U.S. Ambassador Zalmay 
Khalilzad said al-Maliki would soon 
launch a four-part plan to restore 
order by securing Baghdad, Basra 
and eight other cities, promoting 
reconciliation, building public con- 
fidence in the police and army and 
disbanding sectarian militias. 


China Demands 
Return of Freed

B E l J l N G I China on Tuesday blasted a 
U.S. decision to release five Chinese 
Muslims from the Guantanamo Bay 
detention center to seek asylum in 
Albania, describing them as sus- 
pected terrorists and demanding 
their return. 

A European-based Uighur 
Muslim activist said the men would 
face the death penalty or torture if 
sent back to China. 

The five Chinese men were held 
in Guantanamo for several years 
after being picked up by the U.S. 
in Afghanistan.

U.S. Airlines Mull 
Prepaid Pass Plan 


Carriers working on 
bulk rate programs to 
foster customer loyalty 

Buses, trains and toll roads sell pre- 
paid passes. Now, in an attempt to 
build customer loyalty, airlines are 
beginning to offer them too. 

Air Canada recently launched 
a pass program similar to cellular 
telephone plans: It lets custom- 
ers prepurchase a set number of 
flights in the U.S. and Canada at 
a fixed price. 

Some big U.S. carriers are eye- 
ing the program with interest. AMR 
Corp.’s American Airlines, which 
already has a version of a pass pro- 
gram available to business travelers, 
is trying to design a prepaid travel 
pass for consumers, atop executive 
says. UAL Corp.’s United Airlines is 
also watching the consumer offer- 
ings, says a marketing executive.

Gold Prices Rise Past $700 an Ounce 


NEW YORK I Gold prices surged 
Tuesday above $700 an ounce — a 
level not reached since 1980 — as 
funds bought into the market, driv- 
en by weakness in the dollar, politi- 
cal tension in the Middle East and 
overall upward momentum in the 


commodities markets. 

These persistent factors have 
been pushing gold prices to 
multi- decade records for months 
now. Gold has risen 40 percent 
since late November, when for the 
first time in two decades the most- 


active contract broke through $500 
an ounce. 

If gold does continue rising into 
the coming weeks, it will mark the 
first time it has spent significant 
time trading above $700. The all- 
time record, set in January 1980, 
was $ 87 5 an ounce, but gold futures

Police say 18-year-old 
fired 70 rounds at 
Fairfax police station 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I A troubled teen- 
ager who died in a shootout Monday 
with Fairfax County police repeat- 
edly told his friends more than a 
year ago he was going to shoot up 
a police station. 

Michael W. Kennedy, 18, of 
Centreville, was crouched between 
two vehicles in the parking lot of 
the Sully District 
police station in 
Chantilly when 
he opened fire 
on a police offi- 
cer who had just 
parked his car 
at the end of his 
shift. 

The 53 -year- old officer was hit 
five times, but was able to call for 
help on his police radio. At least four 
officers returned fire, but before the 
shooting stopped, detective Vicky O. 
Armel, 40, was dead, a third officer 
was wounded, and Kennedy, dressed 
in camouflage fatigues, lay dead on 
the parking lot. 

“He fired at least 70 rounds,” 
said Maj. Bob Callahan, com- 
mander of the police depart- 


ment’s major crimes division. The 
shots came from a modified AK-47 
style assault weapon and a long- 
barreled, high powered rifle. Five 
handguns found on Kennedy’s body 
had not been fired. 

Friends who attended high 
school with Kennedy recalled 


that he would sometimes talk about 
attacking police, but no one ever 
reported those statements to school 
officials or the authorities. 

“He started making those jokes 
about shooting up a police station 
about a year ago, but we never took 
him seriously,” said Yasmeen Davis, 


18, who graduated last year from 
Fairfax County’s Westfield High 
School with Kennedy. 

But a few months ago, even close 
friends began noticing a change in 
Kennedy. His style of dress changed 
and he started hoarding weapons

WASHINGTON I The curly hair of 
the one-time middle schooler is 
now cut short, his frame is bigger 
and he is thinking about college.

Death Toll Rising in 
Construction Zones 


Work areas are most 
dangerous part of the 
road, statistics show 

Perhaps if signs along the highway 
read “Death Trap Ahead,” rather 
than “Construction Zone,” motorists 
might pay better attention. 

Fatality statistics show that con- 
struction zones are among the most 
dangerous sections of roadway, for 
highway workers and, even more so, 
for motorists. And risks are going 
up as federal spending for highway 
construction grows and more roads 
are torn up. 

Surprisingly, an estimated 90 
percent of construction-zone deaths 
involve motorists rather than con- 
struction workers. In 2004, 1,068 
people — drivers and construc- 


tion workers — died in highway 
work zones, up from a recent low 
of 693 in 1997, notes Brad Sant, 
vice president for safety at the 
American Road & Transportation 
Builders Association. 

The federal government has 
increased highway construction 
funding since the late 1990s, most 
of which is targeted at improving 
existing roads rather than building 
new roads through green fields. It 
means more and more work zones 
are being created in every state. 

Often these work zones aren’t 
temporary nuisances, but long- 
term choke points that lack ade- 
quate room, eliminate shoulders 
and subject motorists to narrow 
lanes set off with high concrete 
barriers, ralph vartabedian (los ange-

Steven Van Zandt 
enjoys becoming 
Silvio Dante on T.V. 

BIG CAREERS I Back in 1999, “Little” 
Steven Van Zandt, the guitarist of 
Bruce Springsteen’s E Street Band, 
transformed himself into the pom- 


padoured consigliere Silvio Dante 
of “The Sopranos,” with remark- 
able skill. 

Before the series started, Van 
Zandt, then a first time actor, 
“wrote a biography, ‘Silvio: Lifelong 
friend of Tony’ ... probably the only 
person who’s not afraid of him and 
can be honest with him ... kind of 


the ambassador and diplomat of 
the family,” Van Zandt recalled 
recently. 

The ease with which Van Zandt 
slipped into his role may come from 
his theory about acting: “We all have 
every personality trait inside us,” he 
said. “The craft of acting is find- 
ing it, awakening it and giving it 


— inhabiting the particular char- 
acteristics in the script.” 

Van Zandt works with a crew of 
veterans. “The Sopranos” could eas- 
ily have been intimidating. 

“But I am this OTHER guy,” Van 
Zandt chortles, “and I am interact- 
ing with THEIR characters. That 
made me fearless!” 

Though seldom front- and- cen- 
ter, Silvio has been a cornerstone 
of the HBO program (Sundays, 9 
p.m.), since its premiere. For view- 
ers — and Tony — he’s a trusty com- 
panion and truth-teller. Sure, he’s a 
brute, but he’s got more heart and 
honor than his paisans. 

Silvio helps normalize Tony for 
the audience: If he loves and under- 
stands Tony, the mob boss must 
merit some support. In a series 
where characters are dispensable, 
Silvio is as vital as anyone in Tony’s 
world, especially now, with alliances 
eroding and tensions mounting as 
the series barrels toward its finish 
next season. 

“Silvio has clarity that I admire 
and wish I had more of in real life,” 
Van Zandt, 55, said with obvious 
affection. “It’s easier to play him 
than to be me. It’s a mental vaca- 
tion. It’s my meditation. God, am 
I gonna miss that!” 

“If a great script comes along 
with a character I can do, I would 
consider it,” he said, looking beyond 
his “Sopranos” run. “But this 
could be the only acting I ever do.”

MUSIC I It’s not quite a comeback 
— Pearl Jam never really went 
away — but the band’s new album 
shows a group that has recap- 
tured, and improved upon, the 
form that made it arguably the 
biggest rock act of the ’90s. 

“Pearl Jam” (J Records) amass- 
es 12 songs that rock harder than 
anything its namesake has done 
since the group’s ’91 debut, “Ten,” 
helped kick-start the grunge -era. 

“Pearl Jam” showcases a collection 
of soul- scouring riffs that ought to 
help cement the group’s reputation 
as a muscular rock band.

war statement, although it’s an 
oblique one: Vedder’s lyrics gener- 
ally deal in images and impressions.

“Pearl Jam” is the band’s most 
collaborative work in years, with 
guitarist Mike McCready contrib- 
uting lyrics to the slow-building 
seven-minute “Inside Job,” guitar- 
ist Stone Gossard crafting under- 
stated acoustic guitar parts for the 
laid-back “Parachutes” and bassist 
Jeff Ament scoring the breakneck 
riff-fest “Big Wave.” 

“Pearl Jam” is the forceful 
and focused effort of a band that 
has sidestepped the mold it had 
been content, or at least will- 
ing, to linger in for years. It’s a 
gratifying surprise to hear just 
how well the band has done it.

Detroit sees best start 
in years in manager s

BASEBALL I Jim Leyland got out of 
managing in 1999 because he didn’t 
have the energy to put out ego -relat- 
ed fires during his only season with 
the Colorado Rockies. Now, he’s back 
— and so are the Detroit Tigers. 

Leyland had enough passion to 
rip into the Tigers with a profanity- 
laced tirade April 17 after a lopsided 
loss to Cleveland. 

Detroit won 12 of 16 games after 
that, and is off to one of the most 


surprising starts in baseball with 
a 20-12 record entering Tuesday’s 
game at Baltimore. 

His reputation as one of the best 
managers around seemed secure 
after leading Florida to a World 
Series title in 1997 and Pittsburgh 
to three straight division titles in the 
early 1990s while picking up two NL 
Manager of the Year awards. 

After the year in Colorado, 
though, Leyland didn’t feel com- 
fortable with how his managing 
career apparently had ended. 

So he signed a three-year con- 
tract in October to replace the 
fired Alan Trammell and accept- 


ed the huge task of turning around 
a Tigers team that had averaged 
100 losses since 2001 and was 
coming off its 12th straight los- 
ing season.

Dombrowski says Leyland has 
more hop in his step than he did 
when they won a championship 
together in Florida.

For Armas, a Cruel Twist of Fate 


ACL injury keeps U.S. 
star off the World Cup 
roster for second time 

S 0 C C E R I To call Chris Armas unlucky 
doesn’t come close to describing how 
cruel fate has been. 

Twice already he’s been weeks 
away from representing the U.S. in 
soccer’s biggest events, only to get 
hurt. Now, as the U.S. team prepares 
for what is likely Armas’ last chance 
at a World Cup, he’s recovering from 
an injury that will probably leave him 
on the sidelines once again. 

“It hurts right now, not getting 
named to the team. It’s disappointing. 
But I’m realistic with it, and I think it 
was a fair decision,” said Armas, an 
alternate to the 23 -man squad. 

Seven months ago, Armas would 
have been a lock to be among the

23 players gathering Wednesday in 
Cary, N.C., for the start of the U.S.

In Major League Soccer, he’s led 
the Chicago Fire to a championship 
and three U.S. Open Cup titles. But in 
the Fire’s playoff opener last Oct. 21, 
Armas tore the anterior cruciate liga- 
ment in his left knee. With the World 
Cup beginning June 9 in Germany, 
he knew his chances of making the 
initial roster were slim. 

“It’s one of those things where 
you don’t wish it on anyone. When 
it happens to someone like Chris, it 
just gets you in the pit of the stomach,” 
Fire coach Dave Sarachan said. “But 
if there’s a guy that can come back, it’s

Teens dig bowling 
alleys with flashy 
lights and fake fog 

There still are polished wooden 
lanes, the thud and roll of heavy 
balls and the crash of scattering 
pins. 

But now bowling alleys boast 
light shows, music videos, electric 
fog, laser tag and go-karts, aimed 
at the fast- growing teen market 
instead of middle-aged blue-col- 
lar workers. Many teens are embrac- 
ing bowling as a way to have fun 
with their friends and compete 
for high school teams and college 
scholarships. 

“It’s becoming not just some- 
thing that they do for fun, but 
it’s their social club as well,” said 
Mario Mosesso, a longtime bowler 
who now satisfies his passion for 
the sport as a coach for his son’s 
high school traveling team in sub- 
urban Dayton.

into a teen club that will feature 
Xbox video game systems and serve 
milkshakes. 

“Bowling used to get a small 
amount of people to bowl a lot. Now, 
it gets a large amount of people to 
bowl a little bit,” said Mike Prater, 
general manager of the center. 

Participation in high school 
bowling nationally nearly has 
doubled in the past five years, from

watching his 17-year-old son 
bowl. The place was packed with 
teenagers. 

Dressed in T-shirts and jeans, 
the teens let out whoops of joy and 
gave each other high fives when 
they bowled a strike or picked up 
a tough spare. Many of them have 
taken part in late-night “cosmic,” 
“extreme” or “glow” bowling, which 
feature strobe or disco lights as well 
as loud music and videos. 

“You don’t have to bowl really 
well to have a good time,” said 18- 
year- old Aaron Richter. “They play 
music, they do the lights. There’s 
usually food and giveaways.”

“When you take bowling and 
make it more like a nightclub, 
they’re obviously going to be more 
interested in that,” the 16 -year- old 
Slanker said. “That does bring in 
some people. And if they’re hav- 
ing fun doing that, they’re going 



through 17 — or nearly half the num- 
ber in that population — bowled at 
least once last year. That represent- 
ed 22 percent of the total number of 
bowlers and was by far the largest 
number of any age group. 

Prater said he has lost many of 
the 40 -something, blue-collar work- 
ers who once embraced bowling as a 
way to unwind after work.

As he walks to the stage of a Hofstra 
University lecture hall, Robert 
Leonard’s attire is every bit the 
college professor: blue blazer and 
shirt, charcoal slacks, yellow tie, 
glasses. 

He’s a long way from the sum- 
mer of 1969 when the uniform of 
the day was a gold lame jumpsuit. 
Leonard was a founding member 
and bassist for Sha Na Na, a zany 
doo-wop group that played one of 
its first gigs at Woodstock. 

Leonard’s specialty today is 
forensic linguistics — employing 
the science of language to help 
identify the writers of ransom 
notes, threatening letters and 
other correspondence. Leonard 
directs Hofstra’s forensic linguis- 
tics program while also consulting 
for law firms, advertising agencies,

TV networks, police and govern- 
ment agencies. 

He recently advised the NYPD 
in a case where someone was send- 
ing threatening letters to celebrity 
interracial couples and assisted on a 
Pennsylvania homicide probe.

The group, which 
later went on to have a success- 
ful TV variety series in the ’70s 
and appeared in the classic film 
“Grease,” was formed by Leonard 
and classmates who performed 
with the glee club at Columbia 
University. 

In his current field, Leonard has 
little opportunity to draw upon his 
musical roots, although he quoted 
Paul Simon while instructing law 
enforcers about interpreting the 
contents of an audio tape. 

“A man hears what he wants 
to hear and disregards the rest,” 
says Leonard, citing the lyric from 
Simon’s “The Boxer.” 

But after spending two years 
with the band, he was offered a 
fellowship at Columbia. 

It was a difficult decision. 

“I wanted to do both, but I was 
afraid if I stayed in the group I 
couldn’t do Columbia,” Leonard 
recalls. “So I said I’ll retire at 
21 from the music business. I’ve 
been on the Johnny Carson show, 
what more do I need? I’ve been at 
Woodstock, I’ve drunk with Janis 
Joplin, and Jimi Hendrix. 

“OK, let me go on and go back 
to school.”

Sunglasses are a favorite tool of the 
cool. They can hit just the right bal- 
ance between calling attention to 
oneself and being incognito. 

Your best chance of being mis- 
taken for a celebrity is definitely 
wearing sunglasses, probably in a 
place you don’t need them — like 
indoors. 

Sunglasses do serve a fashion 
purpose, too: They’re a way to 
individualize a summertime look 
that might not be more than a 
T-shirt and shorts. 

In fact, increasingly, people are 
building a “wardrobe” of sunglasses, 
just as they’ve done for shoes, 
handbags and watches 
sometimes making acces- 
sories the essential part of 
an outfit that everything 
else aims to complement. 

How can something 
as small as a pair of sunglass- 
es change a look — or even have 
trends of its own? 

Color on the face, for one, can be 
a huge transformation. Red frames 
versus black frames, even if they’re 
the same shape, can look entirely 
different. 

“They’re jewelry for the face,” 
said fashion designer James 
Mischka, who, with partner Mark 
Badgley, launched the first Badgley 
Mischka sunglasses collection this 
season. 


“We’re known for our orna- 
mentation and embellishment. 
We’re applying those principles to 
the frames. We used modern tech- 
nology, but the glasses have the old- 
school feeling of Swarovski crystals, 
laser-cut lace inlays on frames, 
pearls. There’s even one with feath- 
ers inlaid in the plastic — that was 
a technological challenge,” Mischka 
said with a laugh. 

Other eye-catching details on 
sunglasses this summer could be 
rimless frames, metal studs, an 
interesting “lining” on the arms’ 
interior or a pattern on the arms’ 
exterior, noted Peggy Fries, 
senior marketing manager 
\ for Luxottica, the manufac- 
turer of glasses for licensees 
Donna Karan, Ray-Ban, 
Dolce & Gabbana and its 
own brand, Vogue. 

“White is everywhere in eye- 
wear,” Fries said, thanks to the 
popularity of plastic frames. The 
plastic trend also will lead to the 
Ray-Ban Wayfarer, first popularized 
by Audrey Hepburn in “Breakfast at 
Tiffany’s” and later by Tom Cruise in 
“Risky Business,” to being very hot, 
she predicts. Another look Cruise 
helped make famous — the Aviators 
he wore in “Top Gun” — is enjoying 
a revival. The traditionally metal- 
lic glasses, which were first intro- 
duced in 1937, are additionally being 


offered in plastic frames and with 
more square -shaped lenses. 

On other styles, there’ll be more 
careful, subtle and sophisticated 
use of embellishment, Fries said. 
Instead of all-over glitzy beading 
or logos, look for purposeful place- 
ment of studs and crystals. 

Technology has done a lot to 
expand sunglass offerings, rang- 
ing from embedded MP3 players 
and sunglass-mobile phone hybrids 
to high-performance lenses, said 
Brent Martin, president of Ryders 
sunglasses, which is geared toward 
the sports enthusiast. 

Polarization, which is a filter that 
absorbs reflective glare, has been 
around a 


long time, Martin says, but now it 
can be injected directly into the lens 
instead of being added to it. That 
makes for a higher quality, optically 
clear lens, he says. 

Also, photochromic lenses have 
gone high-tech. Photochromic lens- 
es change the visible light transmis- 
sion when light gets more or less 
intense, explained Martin, also 
a board member of the Sunglass 
Association of America, a nonprof- 
it industry advocacy group. These 
lenses can now be made of polycar- 
bonate, which is shatterproof 

“You can do a polarized, photo- 
chromic polycarbonate. That’s the 
ultimate for some customers,” he

The booming medical 
field is luring folks 
from other disciplines 

Emilee Tatum always knew she 
wanted to work in health care — 
she just didn’t know exactly how. 
“I was interested in science, but I 
wanted to have contact with people,” 
she said. “Med school really wasn’t 
for me, because as a physician the 
patient contact is minimal.” 

So, rather than decide on a career 
right away, the 26 -year old got a 
bachelor’s in Spanish and taught 
the language for several years in her 
native Texas. Still, she took science 
courses and kept medicine in mind. 
“I explored so many options,” said 
Tatum, who finally choose nursing 
as her profession. “This way, I can

have a high-level professional job 
and still have a family life.” 

Today, Tatum is a student at 
Georgetown University’s School of 
Nursing and Health Studies. Since 
she already has a college degree, 
she’s enrolled in the Second Degree 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing 
(BSN) program. These programs, 
also called accelerated BSN pro- 
grams, are tailored to those who 
have a bachelor’s in another sub- 
ject but want to become profes- 
sional nurses. Accelerated BSNs 
have been growing in number and 
in popularity over the last few years, 
both around the country and in the 
D.C. area. 

“Our [nursing] enrollments are 
off the charts,” said Mary Paterson, 
an associate professor at Catholic 
University, which runs one of the

District’s oldest nursing programs. 
She said she sees a lot of people 
who had an interest in the field 
but who, “for whatever reason,” 
pursued different career paths 
first. After working for several 
years, they’re now coming back 
to school. 

One reason many people are 
reconsidering the profession: the 
U.S.’s well-publicized shortage 
of nurses. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics anticipates more than 
700,000 new job openings by 
2014, the second highest of any 
profession. (Only retail sales clerks 
have more.) 

Jobs will open, says the BLS, 
because many nurses are nearing 
retirement. Others attribute the 
demand for more nurses to aging 
baby boomers who need more 
health care. Another possible fac- 
tor: echoes from the late 1990s, 
when huge numbers of nurses left 
hospitals after restructuring led to 
layoffs and longer hours, according 
to Cheryl Peterson, a policy spe- 
cialist at the American Nurses 
Association. 

Accelerated BSN programs 
make it easy for both sexes to 
capitalize on the nursing boom 
and switch careers. (Area schools 
say that only about 10 percent of 
their students are men, however.) 
Programs last anywhere from one 
to two years, and tend to be jam- 
packed with classes and clinical 
experience. Because of that, work- 
ing while taking classes is strongly 
discouraged at nearly all schools 
in this area. 

At Marymount University, 
students’ first semesters include 
a professional theory class, a lab- 
oratory class to teach practical 
skills, a class on communicating 


with patients, a clinical class and 
a class on how diseases work. “It 
takes people by surprise,” said 
Sharron Guillet, the chair of the 
baccalaureate degree program. 
“It’s very intense.” 

Catholic’s program is focused 
on the environments students will 
work in after graduation — pri- 
marily hospitals, but also clinics, 
private practices and long-term 
care facilities. “This is a profes- 
sional degree,” said Paterson. 
“We’re very focused on preparing 
people for nursing.” 

Though the program contains 
theory and fundamental skills 
classes, Paterson said there’s a 
heavy emphasis on clinical expe- 
rience. Students begin by shadow- 
ing professionals and doing such 
tasks as helping take patient histo- 
ries. Later, they take a greater role

in patient care, asking doctors for 
new orders when patients’ condi- 
tions change, administering medi- 
cations and working full shifts. 

All schools say that a nurse’s 
ability to make clinical decisions 
is crucial. “It’s not just about fol- 
lowing an order, it’s about under- 
standing why” the order was given, 


said Marianne Lyons, Georgetown 
Nursing’s director of educational 
partnerships. A huge part of that 
understanding, at Georgetown and 
other schools, comes from experi- 
ence outside the classroom. Most 
programs in this area give students 
the opportunity to work in hospi- 
tals or other health care settings 
with real patients. 

At Georgetown, students begin 
dealing with real patients with- 
in the first semester. Tatum was 


intimidated the first time she went 
into the university’s hospital for 
a clinical session. “It was scary 
the first day,” she said, but now, 
a few months into the program, 
it’s become second nature. “They 
throw you in there and you have 
to adjust,” she added. 

Admission to most programs 
requires a prior bachelor’s degree 
as well as some basic science cours- 
es. Classes tend to be heavily sci- 
ence-based, so if you skipped anat- 


omy or biology, you will likely have 
to take catch-up classes before 
beginning a program. Faculty 
said they often give these students 
conditional acceptance, enrolling 
them after they have passed pre- 
requisites. 

With so many programs avail- 
able locally, how to choose? Area 
faculty said prospective students 
should look at an institution’s nurs- 
ing licensure exam pass rate. The

licensure exam is a national test all 
students must pass before they can 
become registered nurses. Since the 
end goal of any BSN program is the 
exam, how well a school prepares its 
students for that test is extremely 
important. 

Students may also want to 
think about what they want to do 
after school. While specialization 
is more common in master’s -level 
programs, nursing programs com- 
monly let students take electives, 
which give them more experience 
in specialties such as pediatrics, 
geriatrics, psychiatrics, commu- 
nity health and women’s health. 

Not surprisingly, Washington, 
D.C. has more nursing policy jobs 
than other areas of the country, 
according to the ANA’s Peterson. 
Students who are interested in 
working away from the bedside can 
take classes in nursing administra- 
tion and health policy. For exam- 
ple, George Mason University’s 
College of Nursing and Health 
Science includes in its required

curriculum a class on leadership 
and healthcare management. 

Most importantly, students need 
to talk to staffers at each school to 
figure out which is the best fit. 
Students interested in George 
Mason’s second degree programs 
must come to an information ses- 
sion or talk to school administrators 
in person before applying. 

It’s hard to find out what a pro- 
gram’s like just by going to its Web 
site, said Marymount’s Guillett. 
“You have to talk to people” and 
ask questions. That itself could 
be good practice for being a nurse.

Breaking Into 
Real Estate 


REAP gives would-be 
Trumps a chance to 
zoom into the field 

Arlington’s Sean Moore has always 
been the kind of guy who picks up 
a newspaper and flips right to the 
business section. He’ll look to see 
what’s new in real estate — where 
an upscale shopping center is being 
developed or when construction 
starts for a high-rolling office 
building. 

So when Moore decided to get 
out of the software business, com- 
mercial real estate was one field that 
definitely interested him. “When I 
started thinking seriously about a 
career and not just a job, commer- 
cial real estate was it,” said Moore, 
37- He sent out dozens of resumes 
and applied for development jobs 
at large commercial real- estate 
firms, but made no progress in his 
search. “I never even got an inter- 
view, because I never knew the peo- 
ple I needed to talk to,” he said. “I 
couldn’t break through that wall 
with real estate.” 

More than most industries, 
commercial real estate is one in 
which having personal connec- 
tions cements the deal. On the 
residential side of property sales, 


everybody seems to know someone 
selling or buying a house, so build- 
ing relationships that lead to busi- 
ness is more straightforward. But 
it’s a different story altogether when 
you’re trying to network with people

who are building, say, a 400,000- 
square-foot shopping mall. 

The other challenge is that com- 
mercial real estate is a somewhat 
quiet industry. “People who walk 
up and down Connecticut Avenue 
past office buildings or through 
Montgomery Mall don’t realize 
that each of those buildings is a 
business,” said Mike Bush, found- 
er and executive director of REAP 
(Real Estate Associate Program;

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projectreap.org), anon-profit orga- 
nization that recruits and trains 
minorities for careers in commer- 
cial real estate. 

Bush, former vice president of 
real estate for Giant Food, start- 
ed the program because he saw a 
dramatic lack of minorities in the 
industry and wanted to help open 
the door for a group that tradi- 
tionally hasn’t had the contacts in 
the business. According to Ernie 
Jarvis, managing director of CB 
Richard Ellis’ D.C. office, fewer 
than five percent of the city’s 400 
commercial brokers are African- 
American. “Even the law firms 
have more diversity,” he said. 

Every year, about 200 people 
apply to REAP, and 25 are select- 
ed to attend the course. Students 
are usually 25 to 35 years old, with 


bachelor’s or advanced degrees. 
After the semester-long program, 
some of the graduates are placed 
in one -year internships that pay 
$45,000 to $50,000, a standard 
entry-level salary. 

“We’re not making them experts 
in one semester,” Bush said. “But we 
expose them to the fundamentals 
and vocabulary [of the industry] so 
they’re not like deer in the head- 
lights when someone talks about the 
EAR (floor area ratio) of a building 
or sales per square foot.” 

Bush said firms often tell appli- 
cants, “We only hire people with 
experience,” which is a catch-22. 
“You can only get experience if 
you’re there, and it’s a relationship - 
based industry, so it’s tough to get 
there. We give them six months of 
professional education and a year 
on the job.”

One of the reasons REAP has 
been successful in educating and 
placing individuals in this lucra- 
tive, often competitive field is 
that its primary supporters are 
the companies hiring graduates. 
Sponsors include associations like 
International Council of Shopping 


Centers and firms like Citigroup 
Realty Services and Simon 
Property Group. Each sponsoring 
company agrees to hire one of the 
top graduates, provides an exec- 
utive to teach part of the course, 
hosts a networking reception and 
makes a $10,000 donation to cover 
operating expenses. 

The first REAP class took place 
in 1998. Since then, 200 wannabe 
Donald Trumps have graduated, 
and the program has expanded 
to Atlanta and New York. Class 
is held once a week from 6 p.m. 
to 9 p.m. Topics covered include 
shopping- center management, 
office-building management, 
marketing, leasing and broker- 
age, development and financial 
analysis. Classroom instruc- 
tion is supplemented with field 
trips to see, for example, the 


inner workings of a commercial 
building, from the antenna farm 
on the roof to the back-of-the- 
house security rooms. 

Interest in the industry fluctu- 
ates with the market, and recently, 
commercial real estate has been 
particularly appealing. “I think in 
the past eight to 10 years, you’ve 
seen a lot of successes in our indus- 
try, so people want to get involved,” 
said Jim Todd, president of The 
Peterson Cos. in Fairfax. As the 
leader of a large firm, he said he 
appreciates what REAP candi- 
dates can bring to an organiza- 
tion. “When you’re a busy com- 
pany like we are, there’s always an 
advantage to hiring someone who 
can come in running and be pro- 
ductive right away,” he said. 

Moore completed the REAP 
program in 2005, and he said 
the finance portion was most 
interesting to him. “In the end, 
real estate is all about you add- 
ing value to a piece of property,” 
he said. “And REAP was about 
making us valuable to a devel- 
oper or employer.” He said that 
from the start of the program, he 
recognized that taking advantage 
of the networking opportunities 
was vital. “You’re meeting people 
who could possibly get you your 
next job,” he said. 

During the class, Moore juggled 
working a full-time job and sup- 
porting his wife and three kids. 
His income dipped by more than 
a third while he took the class and 
worked a full-time contract posi- 
tion at The JBG Companies, but he 
said, “You have to give up some- 
thing sometimes to get where you 
want to go.” Today, Moore works 
for Corporate Office Properties 
Trust in Columbia as a develop- 
ment project manager for four 
commercial office projects. 

One of REAP’s first gradu- 
ates was Robb Parker, 40, retail 
property manager for Downtown 
Silver Spring. Parker had been 
working at Polyfab Display Co. 
selling point-of-sale fixtures to 
retailers and had his residential 
real estate license. But he wanted 
to break into the commercial side 
of the biz, so he applied to REAP. 

In his job today, Parker man- 
ages a bustling development 
that includes retail, a hotel 
and an office building. A typi- 
cal day might include checking 
in with security to see if there 
were any incidents the previous 
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night (such as vandalism), work- 
ing with the county to plan public 
events, meeting with a restaurant 
about remodeling and mediating 
between two tenants that aren’t 
on speaking terms because of 
a leak. 

Parker said he doesn’t think he

would have gotten into commer- 
cial real estate without REAR “The 
classroom experience is awesome,” 
he said. “And I still keep in touch 
with my instructors and classmates. 
We bounce ideas off each other.” 

REAP isn’t the only way peo- 
ple can position themselves for 
jobs in commercial real estate. 
Bobbie Albrecht, a spokeswom- 
an for the National Association 
of Realtors Commercial Division 
(realtor.org), said local chapters 
hold a Fundamentals of Commercial 
Real Estate class, and the Institute 


of Property Management offers 
classes as well. 

The Northern Virginia 
Association of Realtors (varealtor 
.com) also offers a short two- 
day course called Introduction 
to Commercial Real Estate. The 
next class is in August. 

Bush said this is not an industry 
for the faint of heart. “You have to be 
a self-starter, and we’re looking for 
people who are intelligent, diligent, 
articulate and have the ability to 
persist in the face of constant chal- 
lenge,” he said. “It’s not an indus- 
try where you come to work every 
day, sit at your desk and answer 
the phone.” 

For those ready to be real- estate 
movers and shakers, REAP helps 
students break down barriers to 
entry. “Even from the inside look- 
ing out you realize why it’s so dif- 
ficult [to break in],” Moore said. 
“It’s a very closed community.”

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Think carefully about 
becoming a lawyer 
before shelling out 

For Amy Bennett, owning a 
Brooklyn wine shop is a far 
cry from her former life — and 
income — as a corporate lawyer 
in Manhattan. 

“I take out the trash. I take out 
the wine and carry cases,” she said. 
But she loves her new career, and 
the flexibility it gives her to be with 
her children. And she sometimes 
uses her J.D., negotiating leases and 
navigating New York’s byzantine 
liquor licensing laws. 

As satisfied as she is, however, 
Bennett is hard-pressed to think 
of any peers from her law firm days 
who have changed tracks so dra- 
matically. 

“Most of my colleagues are out 
making partner now or starting 
their own firms,” she said. “I kind 
of took a jag.” 

“Jags” like Bennett’s are some- 


thing many lawyers fantasize 
about, especially after another 
long night poring over documents. 
But surprisingly few take the leap. 
Many face law school debts, or grow 


accustomed to a high- salary life- 
style or, having sunk three years 
and thousands of dollars into their 
degree, feel obliged to practice. 

And that, experts say, is some- 


thing to think about before start- 
ing law school. 

It’s a common refrain: “I want 
to go to law school but I don’t 
want to be a lawyer.” But that’s a 


“truly horrible idea,” said Weston 
Donehower, a lawyer at the firm 
Gilbert, Heintz & Randolph in 
Washington, D.C. “There are a 
lot of things you can do with a 
law degree. But it trains you to be 
a lawyer. Ninety- eight percent of 
the jobs that you are now prepared 
for are lawyer jobs.” 

In fact, many law school grads 
eventually go on to a range of fields: 
business, government, academia 
— even managing baseball teams 
(the St. Louis Cardinals’ Tony 
LaRussa, for example). But a law 
degree costs a lot more these days 
than it used to, so students unsure 
about whether they want to prac- 
tice should ask if they really need 
the J.D. credential. 

Soon after starting law school at 
Washington University in St. Louis, 
Deborah Schneider started to see 
how most lawyers spend their time 
and saw it bore little resemblance 
to a “Law and Order” episode. She 
was bored to tears. After gradu- 
ation, she worked for a couple of 
dot-coms (started by other dis- 
enchanted lawyers) and eventu- 
ally became a career counselor, 
co-authoring a book targeting 
younger versions of herself called 
“Should You Really Be a Lawyer?” 

“I spent more time and energy 
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researching the purchase of my car 
than I did researching the purchase 
of my law degree, even though law 
school cost nine times more,” said 
Schneider. In her book, she advises 
prospective law students to sit in 
on classes, talk to practicing law- 
yers and even intern with a firm. 
For some people, that will validate 
their decision. For others, it will save 
them three years and $150,000. 

Why do some people make bad 
decisions about law school? One 
factor is the herd mentality. College 
seniors and recent grads feel pres- 
sure to get going on a career. They 
see peers applying to law school. 
And why not? What other careers 
have so few prerequisites and such 
good salaries? Well, Schneider said, 
more than you might think. Law 
might be a good option, but don’t 
assume it’s the only one.

Some see law school as three 
years of intellectual exploration 
— a way to extend college. True, 
there are chances to take electives 
toward the end of law school. But 
much of the curriculum is set in 
stone, and is unmistakably pre- 
professional. 


“It’s a professional degree,” said 
Sarah Zearfoss, director of admis- 
sions at the University of Michigan’s 
law school. “It isn’t the same as a 
liberal arts education, and people 
who come expecting that are going 
to be disappointed.” 

That said, applicants don’t need 
to know exactly what they want to 
do; they just need to have thought 
through why they want to be law- 
yers. Said Georgetown Law dean of 
admissions Andy Cornblatt: “Some 
of our best students are people who 
just sort of found their passion with- 
in the general field of law once they 
got here, and that’s fine.” 

Law can also look like a sure 
road to wealth. Students envision 
earning the starting salaries at big- 
city firms, which are now creeping 
toward $150,000. 

But smaller firms don’t pay as 


well; the private sector average is 
about $ 80,000. The median starting 
salary overall for 2004 law school 
graduates was just $55,000. 

Only 56 percent of 2004 law 
school graduates took their first 
job with a firm, according to 
the most recent figures from the 
National Association for Legal 
Career Professionals. Nearly 28 
percent went into public service 
employment, where salaries start 
at around $40,000. 

And public sector work is tough 
financially. The American Bar 
Association said students who bor- 
row for law school graduate owing 
on average about $80,000. One 
study estimated that two -thirds 
of law school grads can’t afford to 
take public-interest jobs. A hand- 
ful of wealthy law schools forgive 
debts for graduates taking public- 


interest jobs, but comparatively few 
students attend such schools. 

Of course, plenty of law students 
find rewarding careers in the field. 
And many who don’t still call their 
degree worthwhile. Bennett said she 
learned to think clearly and write 
persuasively. Claudia Leis Bolgen of 
Woburn, Mass., didn’t love her four 
years of work at a prominent Boston 
firm, but it helped clear her debts 
and let her start a family-law prac- 
tice with her husband, leaving time 
for their hobby: tandem bicycling. 

“Law school is no different than 
any other type of education: It’s 
what you make of it,” said Bolgen. 
“If you are not willing to do the self- 
searching and put the time in and 
figure out what makes you happy, 
it doesn’t matter what school you 
went to, it’s not going to work out.”

A new book outlines 
the eight core traits 
of entrepreneurs 

To measure up to his official title 
of “marketing guru” at an Internet 
company, Mark Hughes hatched 
and rejected a lot of gimmicks 
before finally deciding that the 


business, Half.com, should pay the 
town of Halfway, Ore., $100,000 
to rename itself Half.com for a 
year. The national publicity was 
enormous. 

Cameron Johnson of Blacksburg, 
Va., started his first Internet com- 
pany at age 9, selling greeting cards. 
Next, he bought his sister’s Beanie 
Baby collection for $100, resold it

on eBay for $1,000, then expanded, 
and by age 12 had made $50,000. 
As a high school freshman, he sold 
ads on the Internet, pulling in as 
much as $15,000 a day. 

Sig Anderman came out of 
retirement in Sonoma County, 
Calif., when his “eureka” moment 
told him that somebody should fig- 
ure out how to provide mortgage 
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brokers instant Internet access to 
all documents that comprise a clos- 
ing. He talked up the idea to a ven- 
ture capitalist and created a com- 
pany called Ellie Mae. In 2004, his 
Web site made Inc. magazine’s list 
of America’s 500 fastest-growing 
private companies. 

Seizing opportunities that no 
one else seems to notice is a defin- 
ing trait — if not the core trait 
— of the American entrepreneur, 
according to Brent Bowers, who 
ferreted out the stories of such 
business swashbucklers for his 
new book, “If at First You Don’t 
Succeed: The Eight Patterns of 


Highly Effective Entrepreneurs” 
(Currency/Doubleday) . 

“One surprising thing is that 
many of the products and services 
that entrepreneurs come up with 
seem like treasures that are hid- 
den in plain sight,” Bowers said in 
an interview. 

Bowers covered entrepreneurs 
during a stint as small-business 
editor of The New York Times, 
and before that as a reporter and 
editor for the Wall Street Journal. 
He often wondered what set them 
apart, so he interviewed three dozen 
entrepreneurs over the course of a 
year. Next, drawing on the expertise 
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of business consultants, academics 
and venture capitalists, he boiled 
down his research to 30 traits com- 
mon to highly effective entrepre- 
neurs, then identified eight patterns 
that he considered most salient. 

Besides seizing opportunities, 
they include: a desire to run your 
own show, innovative behavior since 
childhood, flexibility, doggedness, 
self-confidence, pragmatism and 
the ability to “fail upward.” 

“In most of the world, failure is 
seen as a disgrace,” said Bowers. 
“But in the United States, nobody 
holds it against you. Some entre- 
preneurs almost brag about their 
bloopers.” 

Judith Cone, vice president of 
entrepreneurship at the Ewing 
Marion Kauffman Foundation, a 
$1.7 billion organization in Kansas 
City, Mo., that does research on 


entrepreneurial activity, agreed 
with Bowers’ conclusions. 

“His book takes the mystery 
out of being an entrepreneur and 
reveals it for what it is: being a lead- 
er who understands customers and 
markets, believes in the product or 
service, is dedicated, puts in hard 
work, is stubborn, resilient and 
lucky,” Cone said. 

It’s important to understand 
entrepreneurs, Bowers said, 
because “America’s culture is deeply 
and vigorously entrepreneurial. ... 
That vigor is a magnet. It pulls in 
so many immigrants eager to leave 
behind not only poverty, but also 
bureaucracy, corruption, overreg- 
ulation and sometimes downright 
hostility to their entrepreneurial 
ambition.” 

There are nearly 24 million 
entrepreneurs in the United States,

the author said. “That’s 11 percent 
of the adult population. No other 
country scores that high.” 

Small businesses account for 
more than half of America’s gross 
domestic product, he said, adding 
that hundreds of American colleges 
and universities now offer courses 
in entrepreneurship, up from just 
16 in 1970. 

Among the other stories he 
cites is James Poss, the “prince- 
ling of tinkerers,” who hunkered 
down in his basement from age 8, 
assembling and disassembling toys, 
appliances and whatever else. He 
rigged crossbows and battery-pow- 
ered fans, and mixed and matched 
parts from rocket kits. His curi- 
osity led him to found Seahorse 
Power Company, which makes 
solar-powered trash compactors.

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Many find odd shifts 
allow them to have 
more family time 

The young and ambitious used to 
be told “Go west, young man.” Now 
it could be “go weekend.” 

Odd shifts — weekends, nights 
and overnights — are no longer lim- 
ited to police, firefighters and medi- 
cal workers. As the U.S. economy 
becomes increasingly connected 
to the global one, and as workers 
seek new ways to cope with the 
demands of education, child care 
and career advancement, a whole 
new generation is taking a look at 
the dark side. 

“Best thing about it is grocery 
shopping on Tuesday instead of 
Saturday,” joked Margy Schilling, 
a nurse at St. Joseph’s Regional 
Medical Center in Paterson, N. J., 
who has worked odd shifts for more 
than 20 years. 

Unusual working hours can offer 


serious benefits, especially to par- 
ents. “When the kids were in school, 
they went to school and I went to 
bed,” said Schilling. “When they got 
out, I was getting up. I didn’t miss 
much of their lives.” 

Nearly 22 million Americans 
work nights and weekends, accord- 
ing to 2004 figures from the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Men 
worked alternative shifts more than 
women. People with part-time jobs 
worked more nights or weekends 
than those with full-time jobs. 

Some occupations require more 
alternative shifts than others. Half 
of those working full-time in the 
security field (police, firefighters, 
guards) worked nights, overnights 
and weekends, along with 40 per- 
cent of the food industry and 38 
percent of tourism-related jobs, 
according to the labor bureau. 

“If you work at a hotel, you know 
that hospitality is a 24 -7 job. You are 
going to have to work some week- 
nights and weekends,” said Kendra 


Walker, spokeswoman for Hilton 
hotels, which employs about 90,000 
workers. “Most people on the night 
shift have requested it for one rea- 
son or another,” she added. 

Employees also may opt for night 
or weekend shifts because they want 


to work at a certain hotel where no 
day jobs are open, she said. 

And working unusual hours can 
allow new employees to bring their 
skills up to speed as they gain some 
seniority. “Managing the front desk 
is quieter in the evening,” Walker 


noted. “They need to warm up to 
handle the more hectic pace of 
the day.” 

Even traditional employers 
like law firms and banks may 
have graveyard shifts for support 
workers. Mark Hubble, 43, works a 
12.5-hour overnight shift three days 
a week in Manhattan editing docu- 
ments for Davis, Polk & Wardwell, 
an international law firm. 

The father of a 1-year- old girl, 
Hubble is among many new par- 
ents seeking more quality time with 
their kids. “This can work,” he said. 
“I’ve been able to spend a lot more 
time with Lucy than I would if I had 
been 9-to-5.” And the arrangement 
saves money: He hasn’t had to pay 
yet for child care, even though his 
wife, Marnie, works part-time. 

Other young parents plan on 
checking out the night shift as 
soon as they can master the chaos 
of their day. Gina Caroddo, a free- 
lance writer in Brooklyn with a 3- 
month-old son, often used to work 
late into the night anyway meeting 
deadlines. 

“I would love to work nights,” 
she said. “A happy parent will be 
a better parent, and if that means 
working, then you should do it.”

Current market needs 
give a snapshot of the 
future, experts say 

If you want to see the future, check 
out the classifieds. 

The help-wanted section of 
your local paper offers a snap- 
shot of today’s labor market, and 
a glimpse of the hot jobs of tomor- 
row. As the baby boomers — born 
between 1946 and 1964 — amble 
into retirement, employers will 
be racing to fill the positions they 
vacate, and to provide for the 
needs of America’s fast-graying 
population. 

Over the next decade, the great- 
est need for higher skilled workers 
will be in health care, education, 
accounting and computer services, 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

Those trends can already 
be seen in today’s job market, 
said Steve Pogorzelski, group 
president, international, for 
Monster Worldwide, operator 
of Monster.com. “Over the next 
three years, there are three areas 
we’ll see in high demand: account- 
ing and auditing, health care and 
Internet technology,” Pogorzelski 
said. Right now, “it doesn’t seem 
the occupational trends can keep 
up with demand.” 

The demand for accounting and 
auditing is driven mostly by two 
things: corporate compliance with 
tougher financial regulations, and 
baby boomers’ demand for retire- 
ment services, he said. 

Despite worries that outsourc- 
ing would reduce the number of 
U.S. -based technology jobs, there 
continues to be strong growth in 
that field as well, according to 
the Monster employment index, 
which measures online job post- 
ings and availability on 1,500 
Web sites each month. Demand 
is greatest for workers in data- 
bases, security, privacy and new 
media, Pogorzelksi said.

Many government jobs — from 
postal employees to police officers 
— are dominated by baby boom- 
ers, who will start turning 65 in 
2011. Shortages are also project- 
ed among transportation workers, 
from airline pilots to truck driv- 
ers, and among some of the tra- 
ditional skilled trade professions, 
such as plumbers, carpenters and 
mechanics. 

Roughly half the auto techni- 
cians working in the nation’s repair 
shops will be eligible for retirement 
in the next decade, according to the 
bureau. There’s already a shortfall 
of people to replace those leaving 
the field, said Tony Molla, spokes- 
man for the National Institute for 


Automotive Service Excellence, the 
industry’s certification organiza- 
tion. 

Health care, projected to be the 
fastest-growing area in the next 
decade, is also seeing skill short- 
ages in many positions, includ- 
ing registered nurses, respira- 
tory therapists and occupational 
therapists. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics projects a growing need 
for lower- skilled health care jobs, 
including assistant nurses, home 
health aides and other technicians, 
who may assume duties once per- 
formed by more highly paid work- 
ers as employers try to cut health- 
care costs. 

Overall, the bureau projects 
growth of 30.3 percent in the 
health care profession through 
2014, or 4.7 million new jobs. 
That means one out of every five 
new jobs will be in health care. 
The numbers “are almost hard 
to comprehend,” said Dennis V. 
Damp, author of “Health Care 
Job Explosion,” first published in 
1995 and appearing in its fourth 
edition in May. 

Of course, college -age students 
contemplating careers may not give 
a lot of weight to labor force projec- 
tions and demographics. Still, the 
trends create a favorable job mar- 
ket for young people, particularly 
those who are geographically flex- 
ible, said Wayne Wallace, director 
of the career resource center at the 
University of Florida. 

His advice to young workers is 
to keep their options open. 

“The odds are extremely great 
that you will change the job you’re 
doing and change your career mul- 
tiple times during your work life,” 
Wallace said. “We all have to be 
lifelong learners. We need to pre- 
pare for changes in our society 
and in our economy, and be able 
to adapt. As you accrue ability, 
new avenues will open up to you. 
And that’s actually pretty neat. It 
means you have a lot of freedom.

Several colleagues, on sepa- 
rate occasions, have brought to 
my attention that three co-work- 
ers openly gossip about me in the 
breakroom during lunch. I sus- 
pect these co-workers dislike me 
because they think I’m respon- 
sible for their friend’s firing two 
months ago. Apparently, the lat- 
est is a plot to make me uncom- 
fortable using “germ warfare.” I 
ignored them when they were try- 
ing to ruin my reputation, but now 
they are “brainstorming” (their 
word) a “plot” (witness’ phrasing) 
against me. 

Idle and innocent gossip, I say no 
big deal. Focus on work and get over 
it. But this is bordering on danger- 
ous and creepy. It’s probably time 
to get a supervisor involved. 

I have a potential promotion com- 
ing up at work. The hiring official 
has already told me he wants me 
for the job. But ... it would mean a 
transfer out of my current office 
and away from my bosses, who 
have been wonderful to me and 
are encouraging me to stay in this 
office and work toward a promo- 
tion here (though nothing is on 
the immediate horizon). An addi- 
tional factor is that the new boss 
is rumored to be very difficult. At 
the same time, I am very interest- 
ed in the job description, and it’s 
an $11,000 raise and a big jump in 
responsibility. I don’t know how to 
make this decision. 

A few things to keep in mind: 
It’s “rumored” the boss is difficult. 


You don’t know that for sure. And 
many people are able to handle a 
personality that someone else may 
not be able to deal with. So keep that 
rumor in the back of your mind, but 
don’t let it overtake you. 

Don’t go in with the perception 
that it’s over already. It’s great your 
current bosses like you and appre- 
ciate you. But they aren’t able to 
promise anything, right? Have you 
tried the “What would you do if you 
were me?” question? Can you ask 
them to pin down when you might 
get a promotion and what it would 
be? Think about your work, what 
you like to do, if $11,000 is impor- 
tant enough to you to move and, of 
course, if this new responsibility is 
something you want to try. 

Many people in our office (myself 
included) have allergies. There 
is one person who is extremely 
bent out of shape about the sneez- 
ing, coughing and running noses 
that we are suffering from. There 
is nowhere else for her to sit, so 
we are stuck with her “ews” and 
“yucks.” The manager (who also 
has allergies) has spoken to her 
and she still openly complains. 
Earplugs are not allowed. Do you 
have any other advice? 

You’re already miserable with 
allergies. Why be miserable with 
this woman’s simple comments? 
This is definitely one of those times 
you have to try to tune her out. The 
boss has spoken to her. The end of 
spring is nigh. 

An article in the Washington Post 
Online Job section suggested writ- 
ing a summary (three to four sen- 
tences) of your strengths at the 
beginning of your resume instead 
of an objective. I always thought 
that was done on the cover letter. 
Am I wrong? 

I think it’s a great idea ... if you 
have the space. This is probably best 
for those who haven’t been in the 
workplace for a long time. These 
points are still great (and right) to 
put in a cover letter. I would just 
cut the objective section completely. 
And if you don’t have the room, put 
this info in your cover letter. 

My annual review was last week 
and it was stellar. Problem is I 
went in to say, “Ya know ... I really 
don’t like the industry but I like the 
job” and was told “We would like 
to train you and move you up in a 
more progressive position in 
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said industry.” It sounds very inter- 
esting, but I don’t have the back- 
ground (they are aware of that) and 
I’m scared to death of leaping into 
this because I think I’m not going to 
be able to hack it. I have done some 
work in this new position with the 
director, so it’s not completely 
alien. But it’s very analytical and 
I’m not sure I can do it. 

I would be more scared that I 
would be able to hack it and get 
stuck in an industry that bores me 
(or drives me crazy, or just doesn’t 
excite me) for the rest of my life! 
But it could also mean you get 
great skills that are transferable 
to an industry that does excite 
you. Figure out if that’s possible. 
And then, if you decide to go for 
it, remember what you said here. 
And start thinking about what other 
industry you want to land in a few 
years down the line. 

A year ago I accepted my “dream 
job.” Things have gone fine except 
for my commute. No matter what 
I do, I’m traveling at least three 
hours a day. I feel the need to get 
out, as this is causing me much 
sadness. Everyone else (including 
several useful job contacts) thinks 
I’m crazy and that I should make 
it work since the job is so wonder- 
ful. First, am I crazy for wanting to 


leave a perfectly great job because 
of the commute? Second, as I begin 
to look for a new job, what do I tell 
potential employers? I don’t want 
to whine about my commute, but 
really, that is what is killing me 
right now. 

Any chance to work from home 
a couple days a week? Or even 
one day a week? It’s really tough 
to leave a job you love and find 
another one that is equally satis- 
fying. But if you’re convinced that 
you need to move on to a job that’s 
closer to home, I think it’s fine to 
tell potential employers that you 
just couldn’t hack the commute. 
Trust me, most people in this area 
understand that. 

I gave notice last week and will be 
moving on. When I resigned, the 
head of my department first cried 
(really), then offered to hear me 
out and do almost anything to keep 
me. When I said I was firm in my 
decision to move on, she became 
hostile. Next, HR called me in to 
ask if there was anything they 
could do to keep me. Why, Amy, do 
companies only want to talk about 
changes when you’re heading out 
the door? 

Ugh. Isn’t that lovely? I wish I 
could tell you why it happens, but I 
can’t. But perhaps posting this will 


ring some bells with managers and 
they will realize a little something. 
I hope. Congrats on your new job. 
I hope it goes well. 

I’m relocating soon and am get- 
ting the resume into shape. I was 
an administrative assistant for five 
years before getting my degree 
and becoming an accountant. I had 
three different jobs in admin, two 
at the same firm. My accounting 
experience is limited ... only a year 
and a half. My question is: How do 
I show the career change on my 
resume? 

Mention the change in your cover 
letter. I’m sure any hiring manager 
will recognize the turning point on 
the resume anyway. Go ahead and 
list those job descriptions, but keep 
them short. Be more detailed under 
your most recent position. That’s 
what will be truly important to your 
potential company. 

I have recently realized I despise 
my job. But it’s not just my job, it’s 
my “chosen” career. I can’t stand 
it. Problem? A ton of student loans 
(which I took to enter this field) 
and debt from working in said low- 
paid field (you have to start out 
making nothing to eventually make 
something). Now, I’m making near- 
ly six figures, but can’t leave my 


job because I’ll take a huge pay 
cut (which I can’t afford due to 
debt). I guess the bigger problem 
is: I don’t know what I WANT to do. 

I just know THIS isn’t it. How do I 
decide? Where do I start? 

Enjoy collecting those checks 
now. Start living below your means. 
Pay off the debt. While doing that, 
do a lot of research. Check out books 
like “What Color is Your Parachute.” 
Talk to family, friends and former 
classmates and ask them about their 
jobs and experiences. Ask those who 
know you well what else they could 
see you doing. Go back to the career 
center at your school or grad school 
and see what options there are. Talk 
to a career counselor there. It takes 
time to figure things out. Just make 
sure you don’t jump quickly or you’ll 
end up in the same situation you 
are now. 

What would be a good way to go 
about dealing with a co-work- 
er who treats me like an intern? 

I came on board as an intern, but 
have since been hired full-time and 
promoted. I also have been working 
a full year longer than this employ- 
ee, but he has an MBA and out- 
ranks me. My biggest concern is 
his lack of effort or initiative to 
take care of any of my work when 
I am out sick, allowing my work to 


pile up. Our boss repeatedly stress- 
es the “team” aspect of our office, 
so I think these concerns are valid. 
Any advice? 

If there is something that directly 
impacts you or your work, then call 
him on it. But in general, if you feel 
like he’s treating you like an intern, 
you just need to focus on your work 
and remind yourself you’re not an 
intern. He does outrank you, which 
might mean his work takes more 
time, and so he can’t do yours when 
you’re out sick. There maybe many 
reasons. If he pushes work off on 
you that you don’t have time for and 
is “below” you, tell him that you’d 
love to help, but you have X, X and 
XX to do. The more you ignore this 
feeling of inequity, the more you’ll 
be taken seriously. 

A non-profit organization I would 
like to work for has recently cre- 
ated lots of new positions. I think 
I am qualified for several. Should I 
choose only one to apply to, or is it 
OK to apply to the same organiza- 
tion for multiple positions? 

Apply to the one that interests 
you the most, and that you are most 
qualified for. Explain why you want 
that particular job in your cover let- 
ter, but also explain that in general, 
you’d love to work for this particular 
non-profit (and explain why). 
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
